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INTRODUCTION 


This guide is intended for those who want detailed infor- 
mation on how to find out what a provincial government has 


published and how to get an item either by buying or borrowing 


ateae 
In the ten years since Government Publishing in the 
Canadian Provincesl was published, access has been made 


easier both through attention to the specific problem of pro- 
vincial government publishing and through new approaches to 
problems in this computer age. In the first instance, many of 
these documents have been made available in microform from one 
source and serviced with an index; CODOC's system has been 
expanded to be used by an increasing number of libraries and 
made available on-line; more bibliographies have been publish- 
ed and a few government book-stores established. In the 
second instance, these provincial publications get recorded in 
subject oriented and general data bases which are accessible 
country-wide. 

In fact the situation has changed so. greatly, that in 
this revision of the Guide to the Identification and Acquisi- 
tion of Canadian Provincial Government Publications? publish- 
ed in 1977, the material has been reorganized to reflect the

effort and technology expended to make provincial publications 
available nationally. The general sections dealing with all 
provinces have been expanded and the provincial sections now 
deal only with local bibliographies, sources of supply, and 
library holdings. 

During, }our “original research in 1969, libraries across 
the country provided information on their holdings until that 
date, and the compilation of this information was published in 
both of the works mentioned above. 

Although the sort of information which is most easily 
measured and therefore requested in the questionnaire gives 
only a very general indicator of library interest in the 
field, it "rs still useful. “Inclusion of bibliographic records 
of provincial documents on DOBIS and UTLAS, either through the 
National Library or directly, depends on the individual lib- 
rary's policy in regard to them: some do and some don't, and 
some fall in-between. For that reason, libraries again gener- 
ously responded with information on their 1969-1979 collec- 
tions and that has been compiled here. 

This revision has been made possible by the warm response 
of many people who were asked for help. i would) olike to 
express my appreciation to those who carefully filled out the 
questionnaires. I would also like to thank those who revised 
the sections dealing with the individual provinces and

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Chapter II 


ALL PROVINCES 


This chapter deals with works which contain information 
about more than one province with most of them containing 
reference to all. The chapters following concern individual 


provinces. 


Government Structure 

Two nationwide guides to provincial structure which are 
updated with useful frequency are Corpus Administrative ‘Index 
and Canadiana Authority File. 


Corpus Administrative Index (Corpus Information Services, 


1450 Don Mills Road, Don Mills, M3B 2X7) is a looseleat 
service updated four times a year. It names government bodies 
and officials and gives telephone numbers. Since it is a 
looseleaf service, however, with old pages discarded, the 
historical perspective is lost. 

The Canadiana Authority File (Cataloguing Branch, Na- 
tional Library of Canada, 395 Wellington St., Ottawa K1A ON4) 
is primarily a cataloging aid giving the National Library's 
standard entries and historical notes for Canadian 
organizations, including provincial governments. Changes 


recorded most quickly in the file are for the two provinces

which participate in the Library's Cataloguing-In-Publication 
program (Nova Scotia and British Columbia). Lt. -i sa.--COM 


service; the quarterly base file is updated by cumulating 


biweekly supplements. 


CCH Canadian Limited, 6 Garamond Ct., Don Mills, M3C 125, 
publishes Provincial Pulse issued biweekly; it contains news 
from the provincial legislatures and government departments.

Bibliographical Information

General: 

There are three listings of provincial and territorial 
publications on a national basis regardless of subject: 
Canadiana, the national bibliography; CODOC, the collaboration 
of a group of mainly university libraries, mostly from Ontario 
and Quebec; and Microlog Index, produced by a private company, 
Micromedia Limited. 

Since 1953 Canadiana (National Library, 395 Wellington 
St., Ottawa K1A ON4) has listed provincial government publi- 
cations in Part VIII with complete descriptive cataloguing but 
no subject cataloguing or indexing. In 1980 the microfiche 
version of Canadiana appeared in register format with each 
provincial publication now assigned a Dewey classification 


number. Since a new index for the Dewey numbers includes a 
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key-word index to the classification categories, Lee ris “now 
possible to access these entries in a general way by subject 
as well as by author, title, series, ISSN and ISBN. 

The coverage in Canadiana is intended to be complete 
although it is impossible for an institution situated in one 
part of “this large country to obtain this objective. The 
other two general listings do not attempt complete coverage. 

copoc (University of Guelph Library, Guelph, Ont.) is a 
union listing of government publications for participating 
libraries begun in 1960. The system allows eight access 
points: shelf list, title list; -icorporate geuthnereriet,u cor— 
porate author index, personal author list, series list, ser- 
ijals list and a Key-Word-Out-Of Context list based on the 
title. 

The purpose of Microlog Index (Micromedia Limited, 144 
Front St. Ws, Toronto, M5J.2L7) wis to scitestitleswort ivererence 
value (excluding serials except departmental annual reports, 
financial statements and statistical reviews) to an audience 
wider than that likely to be reached by the original publica- 
tion. Commonly available general information pieces are 
excluded. The citations are accessible through author, title 
and subject indexes. Microlog Index began in 1979 but con- 
tinues the work of a previous index, ProFile, which listed 
Canadian provincial publications since 1973. Entries are 


given full descriptive cataloguing and a fairly detailed sub- 


ject approach.

Currency is a problem hard to solve. The National Lib- 
rary has tried to improve Canadiana's currency with the micro- 
fiche version which is available six to eight weeks ahead of 
the printed version. The CODOC database, available from 
CAN-OLE (Canada Institute for Scientific and Technical 
Information, National Research Council Canada, Ottawa, KIA 
OS2)) paancue SLOmenOL: Systems Limited, 1018-112 Kent St., Tower 
"B", Ottawa, Ont. KIP 5P2, is updated semi-annually. More 
frequent updates are available in the products sent to 
PpaGuticipating. libraries. Microlog Index until the spring of 
1981 was monthly, but pro-duction problems have necessitated a 
change. A short title list is now issued monthly with a 
quarterly Index. Microlog on-line, available from CAN-OLE, is 
also updated quarterly. The online database entries begin 


with those for 1979.

Acquisition 

Acquisition direct from the provinces is discussed in the 
individual chapters. Here some non-government organizations 
Which have tried to solve acquisition problems are mentioned. 

The Government Publications Department of the University 
of wenerios Library issues a newsletter, Input, ten times a 
year on the subject. Notices of new provincial and federal 
government publications appear as well as short articles on 
developments affecting document collections. 

Microlog (Micromedia Limited, 144 Front St. W., Toronto 
M5J 1G2) is primarily a current document delivery service 
which includes provincial government publications. They can 
be delivered individually, by province, or by subject group. 
They can be ordered directly from the company or they can be 
ordered individually on-line through the Canada Institute for 
Scientific and Technical Information, Ottawa, K1A OS2 which 
operates CAN-OLE. Documents available through Microlog are 
listed in the Microlog Index since 1979 and in Profiteatieg2~ 


Lei In addition, bills and regulations issued in Alberta, 
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Ontario and Quebec since September 1980 are available through 
Micromedia's Canadian Legislative Report service. 

As far as historical provincial publications are concern- 
ed, most interest in microfilming has been shown in official 
documents--those produced by or for the legislatures. 

Micromedia offers the pre-Confederation statutes and the

Holdings 

Through its old Union Catalogue of Books and the automat- 
ed systems of UTLAS and DOBIS, the National Library currently 
has access to the cataloguing records of 190 libraries across 
Canada. If these libraries catalogue their provincial docu- 
ments, then the records are accessible through the National 
Library and can be consulted by the public. 

The Union List of Serials in the Social Sciences ‘& 
Humanities (published by the National Library in microfiche) 
includes only some governmental serial publications with dis- 


tinctive titles.

ALBERTA 


Alberta, like Ontario and Quebec, is one of the most pro- 
lific publishers and the structure of its government is relat- 


ively easily determined from published sources.

Legislative Documents and Statutes 


Alberta was one of the last provinces to issue trans- 


cripts of the legislative debates. Debates on the Speech from 
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the Throne and on the budget were published as offprints from 
1965 to 1971 (available in the Legislature Library) and the 
complete debates since the 1972 session. A legislative chron- 
ology now appears in the last issue of the Debates for each 
week and at the end of each Session. Scrapbooks of newspaper 
reports were put together by the Legislature Library covering 
the years 1905-1971 and are available in microform. 

The last revision of the Alberta statutes took place in 


1970 and the 1980 revision came into force January 1, 1982.

However, the Legislative Library maintained one of the most 
elaborate newspaper indexes in the country, covering the Van- 
couver Sun and the Province since 1900. Sessional Clipping 
Books have also been maintained since 1890. Another index 
compiled by the Legislative Library covers the Legislative 
Journals from 1872-1971. 

The Revised Statutes of British Columbia - 1979 are 
available in two formats, bound and looseleaf. An extra vol- 
ume containing a comprehensive index, historical tables and a 
table of private Acts is available from the Queen's Printer.

Although distribution is fragmented, the Mani- 
toba Citizens' Inquiry Service with the help of the Legisla- 
tive Library'’s* monthly Checklist can’ direct people to appro- 


priate issuing agencies. 


Government Structure 

Historical information on Manitoba government structure 
exists in Murray Donnelly's The Government of Manitoba 
(Toronto, U. of T. Press, 1965).

An official edition of the Debates has been published 
(with a rudimentary index) since 1958; before that time the 
Legislative Library of Manitoba maintained a scrapbook Hansard 
dating from 1885, drawing on reports published in the Winnipeg 
Free Press and the Winnipeg Tribune. 

The consolidation of the statutes of Manitoba appears as 
a looseleaf service and is updated on a continuous basis so 
that any statutes in this set will normally be up to date. In 
addition, annual statutes appear in bound volumes. 

Statutory regulations are published in annual hard bound 
volumes although some of the major regulations appear in the 
looseleaf continuing consolidation of statutes and are updated 
regularly. 

First reading copies of bills introduced into the Mani- 
toba Legislature are published by the Manitoba Queen's Printer 
and this is another way to keep current on legislation. Also 
the Legislative Library of Manitoba, for several years now has 
been compiling a Status of Bills Report which is distributed 
bi-weekly to selected libraries. 

A record of bills passing through the current sessions of 
the Manitoba Legislature is maintained on a regular basis by 
the staff in the Law Library, University of Manitoba. The 
bills are indexed numerically and alphabetically by subject 
matter and/or short title. The numerical index cards indicate 


how far the bill has advanced and when it passes each separate

New Brunswick was recognized as a colony with a separate 
government in 1784. Although distribution of its government 


publications is fragmented, there are bibliographic tools 


available.

The Debates have been published since 1837, but in 1885 


the name changed to Synoptic Reports. They appeared irregul- 


arly until 1883; after 1884 they were issued for each ses- 
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sion. Since 1968 a daily edition has been published, cumulat- 
ted annually. The official title since the 1980 cumulation is 
Journal of Debates (Hansard) = Journal des debats (Hansard). 
The Journals date from 1786. 

The statutes, published in both bound and looseleaf for- 
mat, were last revised in 1973. An office consolidation pre- 
pared by the Attorney General's Department is accessible on- 
line through QL Systems Limited. It is updated irregularly. 
A Status of Bills Report is issued by the Legislative Library 
at the end of each session. 

Since 1963 the Queen's Printer has issued an annual cum- 
ulation of New Brunswick Statutory Orders and Regulations. 
Orders-in-Council, 1784-1972, can be found in the ,Provincial 
Archives. More current ones are received by the Archives on 
an on-going basis from the Cabinet Secretariat. Those 
Orders-in-Council required by law or deemed to be of prime 
public interest are published in the Royal Gazette and indexed 
there. The others are available from Cabinet Secretariat, Box 
6000, Fredericton, E3B 5H1l. Less than half of the province's 


Orders-in-Council actually appear in the Royal Gazette.

Though claimed for Britain by Sir Humphrey Gilbert in 
1583, Newfoundland's status as a colony was not recognized 
until 1824 and an elected assembly not created until 1832. 
Responsible government was achieved in 1855 but lost in 1934 
when the colony's bankruptcy forced the British government to 
appoint a commission government. The latter held office until 
Newfoundland joined Confederation in 1949. As a result of 
these changes in status, government publications relating to 
Newfoundland's past are scattered amongst British materials as 
well fantits 1949. The identification and acquisition of 
post-Confederation Newfoundland publications has also been 
difficult but will be made easier by the publication of Agnes 
O'Dea's Newfoundland Bibliography. In addition, an extensive 
bibliography which will include provincial publications is 
planned for the final volume of the Encyclopedia of Newfound- 
land and Labrodor, to be published in 1984 under the editorial 


direction of Joseph Smallwood.

The Northwest Territories have been the responsibility of 
the federal government since 1870 when sovereignity of the 
Arctic mainland was transferred from Britain to Canada. After 
Alberta and Saskatchewan were created from it in 1905, the re- 
maining lands were ruled by a federally appointed commissioner 
advised by a federally appointed council of civil servants 
until 1951 when some elected members sat on the council. By 
1975 the commissioner had taken up residence in the 
Territories and the council consisted of sixteen elected

The Public Archives of 
Nova Scotia possesses a good collection of newspapers 
containing reports of earlier debates, but they are not 
indexed and there is no newspaper Hansard. The best key to 
the debates is the Journals index. 

A weekly report on the status of bills is prepared at the 
Legislative Library and distributed. At the end of the ses- 
sion the whole record for each bill is given. 

The province's statutes were last revised in 1967, but a 
twenty volume looseleaf consolidation was issued in 1979-80 
and will be kept up-to-date by an amendment service. Regul- 
ations issued before 1973 have not generally been obtained 
easily, an issue discussed by Alice Janisch in "Regulations in 
Nova Scotia" (Canadian Association of Law Libraries News- 
letter, Jan. 1973, pp. 23-30).

It gives the date and often explains the purpose and 
implications of a bill, but gives no cumulative lists or gen- 
eral indexes. QL Systems has received permission to put the 
Statutes of Ontario on-line, but no date has yet been set for 
the completion of the project. 

An Index to the first section of The Ontario Gazette is 
issued semi-annually. The first section contains government 
notices, corporation notices, notices to creditors, dissolu- 
tions of partnerships, change of name notices, sheriff's sales 
of lands, and miscellaneous notices. Regulations published 


under the Regulations Act appear in the second section of The 
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Ontario Gazette. A "Table of Regulations filed under the Reg- 
ulations Act to the 3lst day of December" is published annual- 
ly and cites the issue of the Gazette in which the regulation 


was published. This table lists’ all regulations’ inp’force 


since the last edition of Revised Regulations OL Ontario, and 


appears in the annual statutes volumes. The Revised Regul- 
ations of Ontario are complete.

Other deposit- 
ories were the Ontario Archives, Legislative Library, Library 
of Parliament, National Library and Library of Congress. 
Since 1978 all items given depository status are indicated in 
the Annual @avatsaust | Before 1978 nese notes were made in 
the monthly checklist only. There has been some dissatis- 
faction over the selection of items for depository status. 

The best finding tool for relatively current material is 
the CODOC index which lists the holdings of government docu- 
ments of participating libraries: Universities of Windsor, 
Western Ontario, Waterloo, Wilfred Laurier, Guelph, McMaster, 
Laurentian, Lakehead, Queens, Carleton and Ottawa. This file 
is available on Can Ole and QL. A microfiche version is 


available from the University of Geulph. 


For nineteenth century material, the Bishop bibliograph- 


ies give one location for each item. 
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PRINCE EDWARD ISLAND 


Bibliographic access to Prince Edward Island publications 
since its recognition as a separate colony in 1769 is fairly 
well established. Print runs are often small, however, and 


access to the physical document is not always easy.

The Parliamentary Publications of the Province of Quebec 
Since 1792 by Yvon Thériault (Québec, Assemblée nationale du 
Québec, 1977; Collection "Vie parlementaire," 2) gives thirty- 
seven pages of detailed information on journals, papers, de- 
bates, statutes and other Assembly publications. 

The Debates were printed in 1963 and have been published 
since 1964. Efforts to reconstruct the debates from 1867 are 
in progress with those from 1867-1875 already available. 

The Bibliothéque de 1'Assemblée nationale is active in 
indexing legislative documents. A sessional index for the 
Debates and parliamentary committees records the evolution of 
bills, deposit of sessional papers, ministerial statements, 
motions of government and opposition, questions of opposition 
and government responses, and the themes of the debates. 
Cumulative indexes on specific subjects such as professional 


codes, electoral reform, the 27th Legislature, the public 
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service have been compiled. The library also has produced an 
index of sessional documents 1960-1970, a “List “of white. and 
green papers, 1964-1981 and a cumulative index devoted to 
parliamentary committees and pressure groups 1965-1980. Since 


September 1979 the Library has produced a bulletin: 


Documentation politique courante; travaux de parlementaires, 
conférence de presse, bibliographie. Part I gives references 


to recent debates on private and public bills, a list of 
sessional documents tabled, an annotated list of press 
conferences held at Parliament Buildings and an analysis of 
question periods. Part) Ais: aubibitographysolearcicles from 
newspapers, periodicals and books on current political 
problems. An observer can follow passage of bills in the 
House as well as public opinion on the political decisions. 
More specific details on the passage of bills can be found in 
the-‘annual R&épertoire 1législatit- de I“Assemblée nationale ‘du 
Québec available free from l1'Editeur officiel. Concordance 
tables and lists of previous laws affected by new legislation 
can be found in Gazette officielle du Québec, part 2. 

A useful introduction to Quebec statutes and regulations 
can be found in the Canadian Association of Law Libraries' 
publication titled An Introduction to Quebec Légali BiIblio= 
graphy (1980 CALL PreConference Workshop, May 20, 1980. Mon- 
treal). Looseleaf services are available for both statutes

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SASKATCHEWAN 


The area which includes Saskatchewan was transferred to 
Canada from the Hudson's Bay Company in 1870. Until 1875 it 
was administered from Manitoba, but in that year the Northwest 
Territories were given a separate government. The Province of 


Saskatchewan was created in 1905. 


Government Structure

The best source of information on structure is the Direc- 
tory: Departments of Government, Field Staff Officers, Agen- 
cies, Boards, Commissions and Crown Corporations. Arranged by 
department with brief outlines of the function of each body, 
it is published by the Department of Revenue, Supply and 
Services, Mail and Telecommunications Branch annually. 

For a historical perspective, the 1965 Report of the 
Royal Commission on Government Administration (Regina, Queen's 
Printer, 1965) presents a quantity of background information 
not found elsewhere.

Saskatchewan did not issue official reports of the Legis- 
lature debates until 1947 although budget speeches had been 
issued from 1919. The Legislative Library maintained a news- 
paper scrapbook from 1888-1958 for part of which the Library's 
newspaper index for 1935-65 can be used. The Saskatchewan 
Archives also has newspaper scrapbooks of debates for the 


years 1906-1939, though they are incomplete. A guide has been 


prepared entitled A Listing of the Collection of Newspapers 


and Newspaper Clippings in the Archives of Saskatchewan 
(Saskatoon, 1962). 


A summary of the progress of bills appears in the Votes 
and Proceedings. At the back of the Friday issue, bills are 
listed with reading, royal assent and effective dates; the 
listing being cumulative through the session.

Chapter IV 


LIBRARY HOLDINGS 


A survey of library holdings of Borne annual reports 
until 1969 was published in 1972.1 The changes since then, 
including the availability of provincial publications © in 
microform, seemed to warrant a new survey for the years 
1969-1979. 

Questionnaires were sent to legislative libraries in all 
ten provinces regarding their collections of home province 
materials only. These libraries are not always accessible to 
the public but their collections of home province materials, 
because of the proximity to government, have the best 
opportunity to be most complete. The same questionnaire was 
sent to provincial and territorial archives on the assumption 
that they would only collect materials from or relating to the 
home province. 

The remaining questionnaires were sent to university and 
public libraries which had shown an interest in collecting 
this type of information in the past or were most likely to 
have developed an interest in the last ten years. A list of 
recipients appears in Appendix I. 


The results which follow show the questionnaire to have

been a very blunt instrument. Some confusion arose from 
changes in departments during the ten years. A blank space 
under Royal Commission reports may mean that a library has 
none of these reports or it may mean that the library found 
evaluation too difficult and time-consuming. Public Accounts 
were understood by some to be the annual offerings of finance 
departments; others, not sure, left the space empty. Some 
discrepancies arise from the fact that not everyone realized 
they were asked for information beginning in 1969, not 
earlier.2 Nevertheless, with these reservations in mind, the 
results are still informative because there is no consistent 
policy across the country regarding the inclusion of these 
documents in the union lists mentioned below. 

One problem which arose for many questionnaire recipients 
was the integration of paper and microfiche collections. Many 
libraries simply evaluated their hardcopy holdings and added 
in a footnote that they also have the ProFile and Microlog 
collections from the beginning. For purposes of this survey 
these microfiche collections of annual reports have been 
evaluated and ratings changed to reflect total holdings. One 
hopes that reference staffs are completely aware of the total 
resources at their fingertips. Royal Commission reports held 
in microfiche are not generally reflected in the evaluations. 


Many of the bibliographies dealing with material related

material. These are mentioned at the end of each individual 
provincial chapter. 

The National Library maintains a complete record of its 
provincial publications collection in Canadiana. As well its 
Resources Survey Division has compiled two works’ which

Compiles information collected in 1974-75. Constitutes 
both a. bibliography, anda .union list. Arranged by 
jurisdiction and then within each jurisdiction general 
and regional reports are followed by special subject 


reports. An alphabetical title index with 
cross-references is included. 


The Union Catalogue of Books, maintained by the National 
Library until March 31, 1980, did not include provincial 
publications. Cards for these were kept in a_e separate 
catalog. As of April 1, 1980, current accessions including 
provincial publications are input directly on-line into the 


automated data base management system, DOBIS (Dortmunder 


ae 
Bibliotheks-system) operated by the Library. 

The crucial fact is that the National Library does not 
know which libraries reporting to the Union Catalogue catalog 
all or some of their provincial government publications. A 
list of reporting libraries appears in Appendix II along with 
the names of libraries whose holdings are accessible to the 
National Library through DOBIS and UTLAS. 

The Union List of Serials in the Social Sciences & 
Humanities now published in microfiche by the Union Catalogue 
Serials Division does not now as a matter of policy include 
generic titles but some governmental serial publications with 
distinctive title are included in the list. Current 
accessions including governmental serial publications would be 
input on-line if a match was found in the DOBIS data base, and 
library holdings for these items would be available to on-line 
users. 3 

UTLAS (University of Toronto Library Automation 
Systems) 4 suffers from the same lack of standard policy in 
cataloguing these documents. For a short time Microlog's 


cataloguing service made AACR2 records of all items in its

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collection available to UTLAS accounts through file-sharing 
arrangements and to Microlog subscribers through a card and 
magnetic tape service. The service was discontinued because 
of a lack. of subscribers. Nevertheless, some libraries do 
input their provincial publication records and in a search for 
a bibliographic record one can also get location information. 
The microform British Columbia Union Catalogue was an UTLAS 
project. 

copoc (already referred to in Chapter II) is a list of 
government publications including information on location held 
by fifteen libraries, mainly in Ontario and Quebec. Some par-

immediately to CISTI for assimilation into the on-line version 
which is also updated six times a year. CODOC listings are 
available to anyone who wants to buy them.5 

Questionnaires were sent to the U.S. libraries mentioned 
by Swartz and Shearer in "Canadian Collections in the United 
States". 6 One is forced to the same conclusion about 
provincial document collections in the U.S. as they reached 
about federal documents: except for the Library of Congress, 
U.S. libraries do not collect them at all or have very limited 


collections. Two, however, indicated an intention to improve 


collection policies -- the Wilson Library at Western

this field, as do the Canadian Library Journal from The 
Canadian Library Associaiton, 151 Sparks Street, Ottawa, KI1P 
5E3, Documents to ,the People from Government Documents Round 
Table, American Library Association, 50 East Huron Street, 
Chicago, Illinois 60611, and newsletters of provincial or 
regional library organizations. The activities of the 
Canadian Library  Associations's Government Publications 
Committee are reported from time to time in Feliciter from the 
Canadian Library Association, 151 Sparks Street, Ottawa, KI1P 
5E3. Keeping up with the changes is a time consuming task but 


it is time devoted to making essential information available.
